Soviet Ex-President Mikoyan Dies at 82 
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MOSCOW, Oct 22 (UPI) —For- 
mer Soviet President Ansastas I. 
Mikoyan, 82, died yesterday after a 
tong illness, the official Tass news 
agency reported today. 

The bnef dispatch gave no indi- 
cation of the nature of Mr. Mikoy- 
an's illness, saying only that it was 
■* grave and long.” 

A Soviet source said earlier that 
the old-guard Bolshevik, who sur- 
vived purges before, after and dur- 
ing the Stalin era, recently was ad-

The source said he had no infor-

Mr. Mikoyan was one of the

shooter. 

Urbane and witty, Mr. Mikoyan 
seemed more acceptable m the 
West than the dogmatic Commu- 
nists. ... 

Thoughout his career, Mr. Mi- 
koyan seemed to possess an uscan- 
nv ability to back the right “an at 
the right time. Early in Uie Bolshe- 
vik movement he backed Statin 
against Leon Trotsky- 
He then backed Khrushchev in a 
so-called “anti-party” power play 
in 1957. And he was at the side of 
the ■‘collective” challengers when 
Khrushchev was forced to step 
down in 1964. 

Bora nov. 25. 1895. The son of a 


carpenter, Mr. Mikoyan. like Sta- 
lin, studied far the orthodox priest- 
hood before joining the Bolshevik 
party at the age of 20. 

When the revolution occurred 
two years later be was already a top 
Communist Party member in the 

^^hen the Baku commune col- 
lapsed in 1918, Mr. Mikoyan was 
turned over to British forces and 
white guards, who sentenced him to 
be shot along with 25 other Baku 
commissars. He was the only one to 
escape execution, supposedly be- 
cause his name was mistakenly left 
off the execution list. 

Released from jail five months 
later, he traveled to Moscow and 
met the three leaders of the revolu- 
tion: Lenin, Trotsky and Stalin. 

Mr. Mikoyan was elected presi- 
dent of the Supreme Soviet, the na- 
tional parliament, in July. 1964, 
making him the nominal head of ■ 
state.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 22 (WP) 
— Israel and Egypt, aided by the 
intervention of President Carter, re- 
vealed today that they have agreed 
tentatively on the main points of a 
peace treaty ending the hostility 
that has fueled tensions in the Mid- 
dle East for 30 years. 

In announcing the breakthrough, 
George Sherman, spokesman for 
the U.S.- mediated talks here, cau- 
tioned that some issues still require 
resolution and (hat the agreement 
must be approved by both govern- 
ments. 

But, Mr. Sherman said, the dele- 
gations negotiating here since Ocl 
12 have broken the impasse on the 
two biggest problems in the miw — 
linkage of the treaty to the future 
status of the Israeli ^occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip and the pace 
of establishing diplomatic relations 
between the two countries. 

Mr. Sherman also made dear 
that the breakthrough resulted 
from the intensive intervention 
launched by Mr. Carter Friday 
night after the talks appeared to 
have run into a deadlock. 

At that time. Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, who had 
been issuing gloomy warnings 
about unresolved difficulties, put 
the negotiations under a dood of 
uncertainty by announcing that he 
and Defense Minister Ezer Weizr 
raan were returning to Jerusalem 
for consultations. 

Separate Meetings 

Faced with a flood of specula- 
tion that the talks were in danger of 
collapse, Mr. Carter responded by 
summoning the Israeli and Egyp- 
tian delegations to separate meet- 
ings at the White House on Friday 
night and yesterday morning. 

The discussions there triggered a 
new, 4^- hour negotiating session 
yesterday. Mr. Sherman said today 
that it was in that meeting that “the

Dayan Is Cautious 
On Some Details

JERUSALEM. Oct-22 (WP) — Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
said today that details of the draft peace treaty with Egypt have been 
agreed upon by both sides, but that some important subjects remain unre- 
solved and that the document is not yet ready for signature. 

Mr. Dayan would not specify' what items remain unresolved, but his 
remarks upon arriving at Boi-Gurion Airport appeared at slight variance 
with a more optimistic interpretation given by the U.S. State Department 
earlier today. 

Mr. Dayan said that the Israeli Cabinet would be given the opportunity 
to reject the draft treaty, demand changes or reopen aspects resolved in 
principle in the negotiations at the Blair House in Washington. 

His comments about still-disputed items were interpreted here as being 
intended for local political consumption, and government sources said it 
was likely that the foreign minister would recommend approval of the 
draft pact.

Oil Experts Arrive 

Oil experts from Egypt and Isra- 
el arrived in Washington today, 
and they are expected to begin 
tackling the Sinai oil question in- 
tensively tomorrow. At issue is 
whether Israel, which has made a 
heavy investment in the Sinai fields 
and ‘which derives about 15 per 
cent of its crude oil needs from 
them, will have preferential supply 
and pricing access to the output of 
the Sinai fields after the revert to 
Egyptian control. 

On the financing question. Israel 
wants U.S. aid to help cover the 
costs of relocating the settlers it has 
moved into Sinai and of building 
two air bases to replace those it 
now has in Sinai. However, as 
sources involved in the talks point- 
ed out today, that is really a matter 
that Israel has to negotiate with the 
United States rather than Egypt.

Rhodesia Claims Up to 1,500 Guerrillas Die in Raids

SALISBURY. Rhodesia. Oct. 22 
(NYT) — Rhodesian forces have 
killed more than 500 and perhaps 
as many as 1,500 guerrillas during 
four days of raids on guerrilla en- 
campments deep inside Zambia, ac- 
cording to a military communique 
issued here yesterday. 

Three major bases, as well as 
what were described as nine satel- 
lite camps, were said to have been 
struck by the Rhodesian forces, 
which were transported by air. In 
contrast to the lai^e guerrilla casu- 
alty toll the military authorities 
here said that one Rhodesian sol- 
dier was killed and three others 
were wounded. One helicopter was 
reported lost in a crash. 

The communique said that be- 


cause of the extent of the opera- 
tions accurate body counts were 
difficult, but there were neverthe- 
less implications that the assaults 
constituted the deadliest cross-bor- 
der incursions of the Rhodesian 
war, more severe even than the at- 
tack last November on a base at 
Chimoio, Mozambique, where 
1.200 guerrillas are thought to have 
been killed. 

Raids against camps in Mozam- 
bique, where followers of the Rob- 
ert Mugabe are trained, have been 
fairly frequent. However, attacks 
aagainst camps in Zambia, where 
the forces of Joshua Nkomo are 
based, have been rare and limited. 

The attacks in Zambia occurred 
two weeks after that country was 
forced to reopen its rail ties with 


Rhodesia because of shortgaes of 
vital goods. The raids coincided 
with the conclusion of the rial to 
the United States by Prime Minis- 
ter lan Smith. Mr. Smith, during an 
airport news conference in South 
Africa on his way home, said last 
night that he was “very happy” 
with the raids and said there would 
be no decrease in Rhodesian pres- 
sure until there was a decrease in 
terrorist activity. 

Two days ago the military com- 
mand here reported that its forces 
had struck a major guerrilla camp 
on the outskirts of Lusaka. From 
the Zambian capital, Mr. Nkomo 
said that 226 persons were killed in 
that attack.

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Fischer Plans Chess Comeback 


BELGRADE, Oct. 22 (AP) — 
Bobby Fischer, the 35-year-old 
U.S. chess grand master and for- 
mer world champion, confirmed 
today that he is ready to return 
to chess after a self-imposed six- 
year retirement. 

Earlier, a spokesman for the 
Yugoslav ChcSs Federation had 
announced (hat Mr. Fischer in- 
tended to play Svetozar Gligoric. 
the Yugoslav grand master, and 
that he had asked a fee of SI mo- 
tion. 

“We hope that it is a great day 
for world chess and I am glad 
that television will broadcast our 
match." Mr. Fischer told a Radio 
Belgrade reporter as he toured 
the ultra-modern Sava ' confer- 
ence center here, which has been 
proposed as a site for the match. 

Milos Milovanovic, president 

of the Serbian Chess Federation, 
had presented a communique is- 
sued by Mr. Fischer and Mr. Gli- 
goric. which envisaged that the 
match would be played in the 
first half of next year. 

“The initiative for the match 
was Fischer’s.” Mr. Milovanovic 
said. ‘‘He came to us.” 

Mr. Milovanovic noted, how- 
ever. that Mr. Fischer still refuses 
to play under the auspices of the 
International Chess Federation 
(FIDE) — a refusal that virtually 
rules out his return to the official 
international chesscircuit 

Mr. Fischer, after a spectacu- 
lar series of victories against the 
strongest world chess players, de- 
feated Boris Spassky, a Soviet 


grand master, for the crown in 
1972. 

But because of a dispute with 
FIDE over the rules of a match 
with Soviet' contender Anatoly 
Karpov in 1975, Mr. Fischer 
severed relations with FIDE and 
Mr. Karpov won the title by 
default.

The communique said that Mr. 
Fischer proposed an unlimited 
match with Mr. Gligoric in which 
draws would not count. A possi- 
ble format might award the 
match to the first player to win 
10 games, with an additional 
three victories being necessary if 
the score were 9-9. 

Roughly, that was the condi- 
tion set by Mr. Fischer but 
refused by FIDE to defend his 
world title in 1975.

Meanwhile,. Yugoslav newspa- 
pers reported from the Philip- 
pines, where Mr. Karpov success- 
fully defended the world title in a 
match with Viktor Korchnoi, a 
Soviet defector, that chess offi- 
cials there hoped to arrange a 
match between Mr. Fischer and 


Mr. Karpov for the world title 
with a prize of $5 million. 

However, chess officials here 
said that it was unlikely that Mr. 
Fischer would consider the offer 
because he refuses to play under 
FIDE. 

Moreover, org anizers of a pos- 
sible Fischer-Karpov match have 
noted a snag that must be solved: 
the title that would be at stake. 
Mr. Fischer reportedly wants to 
be known as “professional chess 
champion.” 

Mr. Gligoric is known to be a 
dose friend of Mr. Fischer. He 
also is one of the candidates for 
president of FID E El ections will 
be held at the FIDE conaess 
during the chess Olympics in Bue- 
nos Aires later this month. Ob- 
servers believe that Mr. Fischer’s 
comeback to chess with Mr. 
Gligpric’s assistance might boost 
the chances of the Yugoslav to be 
elected president. 

Unexpected Arrival 

Mr. Fischer arrived here unex- 
pectedly on Tuesday and was 
whisked from the airport in 
secrecy. The Yugoslav news 
agency Tanjng said that he left 
today, on a Lufthansa plane on 
the Belgrade-Munich-Duessei- 
dorf route. 

While reporting that Mr. 
Fischer did not say anything 
about his future travel plans, 
Tanjug said that it had been 
learned that he might stop at 
Munich.

Arms Reported Destroyed

customarily been a time of increas- 
ing guerrilla infiltration. Elements 
within the military' here have long 
advocated stepped -up search-and- 
destroy missions across the coun- 
try's borders. 

According to the communique, 
large quantities of arms, explosives 
and equipment were seized or 
destroyed. The boldness of the at- 
tacks was underscored by the re- 
port that the Rhodesians remained 
on the ground in Zambia for four 
days and that the planes carrying 
Rhodesian troops apparently were 
not challenged over Zambian air 
space. 

“During the entire operation in 
Zambia, said the comm uniq ue, 
“every effort was made to avoid 
clashing with Zambian forces but. 
on one occasion, a Zambian patrol 
led by terrorists engaged a small 
Rhodesian detachment. In the en- 
suing contact 37 of the attackers 
were killed.” The statement did not 
specify how many of these casual- 
ties were Zambian soldiers and how 
many guerrillas. 

At the same time the raids were 
going on in Zambia — raids which 
the statement reported were now at 
an end. with ali men withdrawn — 
there were also Rhodesian strikes 
against camps in Mozambique. Of 
these the communique said onlv 
that they were successful adding:

TEHRAN, Oct. 24 (AP) — Iran 
and the United States were report- 
ed today to have opened secret 
talks on drastic cuts in Iranian 
arms purchases from the United 
States, including cancellation of a 
$1.2 billion aerial spying system 
which has prompted complaints 
from the Soviet Union. 

The reports also pointed to ma- 
jor cutbacks in arms and other pur- 
chases bv Iran from Great Britain, 
West Germany and possibly 
France. 

Caught between recent severe re- 
ductions in oil revenues and 
mounting political pressures, the 
Iranian government has been re- 
ported considering major changes 
in its financial programs. 

Iranian and U.S. officials declin- 
ed to reveal any details, but Tehran 
newspapers reported that the secret 
talks were taking place between 
Iran's deputy' war minister and 
chief army procurement depart- 
ment head, Ll Gen. Hassan 
Toufaniaa, and U.S. Deputy De- 
fense Secretary Charles Duncan, 


who arrived in Tehran last night. 

Since Iran ordered the U.SL-built 
advance warning airborne control 
system ( AWACS), which was to op- 
erate along the Iran-Soviet border, 
the Soviet Union has issued a series 
of warnings and protests. 


The disclosure that the four 
wives accompanied their husbands 
to Japan also served to focus atten- 
tion on the extent to which spouses 
of Chinese officials also seem to- 
have good jobs.

She is a deputy chief of the 
information section of the Foreign 
Ministry. 

• The wife of Liao Cheng-chih, 
Ching Pu-chun. He is the chairman 
of China's Society for Friendship 
with Japan and a vice-chairman of 
the National People’s Congress, 
China’s nominal legislature. 

According to knowledgeable 
Chinese sources, Mr. Teng’s wife. 
Miss Cho, was bom into a rich 
landlord family in Yunnan prov- 
ince in southwest China, Her father 
accumulated a fortune in the ham 
business, and as a result her 
brother was sentenced to life at 
hard labor during the land-reform 
movement in 1950, soon after the 
Communists came to power. 

Fukuda to Visit China 

TOKYO, Oct. 24 fUPI.) — Mr. 
Fukuda will visit China next year 
in response to an invitation by Mr. 
Teng, a Japanese government offi- 
cial said today. 

He said Mr. Fukuda hopes to 
visit Peking next fall if he is re- 
elected president of the ruling Lib- 
eral Democratic Party. The LDP 
presidency usually carries with it 
the premiership. 

Pentagon Says 

Cruise-Missile 
Report False 

WASHINGTON, OcL 24 (AP) — 
The Pentagon denied today that 
the Russians have shot down a 
Cruise missile or a drone simulat- 
ing such a missile. 

“I am denying the assertion . . . 
that the Soviets have succeeded in a 
test in shooting down a Cruise 
missile" or a simulated weapon of 
that type. Pentagon spokesman 
Thomas Ross said 

He was commenting on an arti- 
cle in a trade magazine. Aviation 
Week and Space Technology, 
,which said that the Russians had 
“successfully shot down one of 
their own drones simulating the 
flight profile of a U.S. Cruise 
missile.” 

The magazine said that a Soviet 
MIG-25 jet interceptor had

altitude."

MIAMI. Oct. 22 (UP1) — Presi- 
dent Fidel Castro of Cuba yester- 
day allowed the first 47 of the thou- 
sands of political prisoners he says 
he has messed to fly to the United 
States. The refugees were welcomed 
in Miami by thousands of weeping, 
clapping and cheering Cuban 
exiles. 

Mr. Castro said during a news 
conference in Havana before the 
flight departed, "I do this for hu- 
manitarian reasons and as a gesture 
of good will 1 hope all the prison- 
ers wiB be free by the end of the 
year. I have already liberated 
12,000 io 14,000 political prist 
ers.” 

The former political prisoners 
and their families — numbering 8J 
— landed aboard a chartered Boe- 
ing 727 at Miami International Air- 
port. After clearing customs and 
immigration, they were taken to the 
Dade County Auditorium in two 
buses. There were cheers as each 
former political prisoner stepped 
off the buses. 

The loudest was for Antonio 
Cuesla Valle. 52. As Tony Cuesta, 
he helped exiled Cubans infiltrate 
Cuba to prepare for the. aborted 
Bay of Pigs invasion backed' by the 
CIA in 'April 1961. He spent 12 
years in Cuban prisons after bring 
caught in an attempted commando 
raid in 1966. where he was blinded 
and lost an arm when he detonated 
a grenade to kill himself while fac- 
ing capture.

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The Line Outside the CAB 


The line that started to form Thursday 
morning outside the Civil Aeronautics Board 
is quite unlike the lines we are all familiar 
with at airports and ticket offices. Tins one is 
not intended for passengers. It is a line, filled 
by representatives of almost all the airlines, 
to determine the order in which they will file 
papers in the scramble for routes — and, of 
course, for passengers and profits — that will 
begin when President Carter signs the new 
deregulation legislation. He's expected to do 
so Wednesday. 

The new law will open up for grabs hun- 
dreds of air routes all over the United States. 
In most instances, they wall go to the first 
nirline asking for. them. In most instances, 
they involve routes on which there is little or 
no competition or no regular air service. 
Other provisions of the law will make it easi- 
er for airlines to drop routes they no longer 
want, to lower or raise their fares, to merge 
with other airlines, and even to steal routes 
on which other airlines are now providing 
limited service. 

Only the individual airlines know what 
documents those 20 or so representatives are 
waiting to file. But the fact that the line be- 
gan to form at least seven days before the 
first document can be filed demonstrates the 
importance the airlines are placing on this 


event The people spending the weekend on 
Connecticut Avenue may be filing applica- 
tions that will change the whole route struc- 
ture of the airline industry almost overnight 
So far, all the commentary about what 
deregulation would mean in terms of routes 
and air services has been based on theory. 
The documents to be filed after Mr. Carter 
signs the new legislation will translate that 
theory into actions. The result wall be inter- 
esting, if not decisive, for efforts to deregu- 
late other industries. If the airlines leap at 
this opportunity to test themselves in a com- 
petitive marketplace, as the line suggests they 
will, and if passengers' come out winners 
through lower fares and better service, as the 
theory says they should, then the impetus for 
Congress to lower the barriers in other highly 
regulated industries will be great 
Next on the list should be the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and the trucking 
industry. If competition is good for the air- 
lines, it ought to be even better for the truck- 
ers, who now operate in an environment that 
fosters trips without cargo. It will be a much 
harder battle to deregulate the trucks. We 
look forward to the day when the line of peo-

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A Resignation in Turin 


Terrorism inflicts many kinds of burden on 
a society. There is an illustration of that truth 
in the melancholy circumstances under 
which Anigo Levi, the editor of La Stampa 
of Turin, is leaving- his newspaper. Italy’s bet- 
ter papers are currently being produced un- 
der conditions that amount to siege. The 
gunmen of the ultraleft have made a special 
target of people in the news business, and it 
takes extraordinary courage to keep printing 
the kind of reporting and commentary that 
offends the terrorists. 

For some time Mr. Levi has worn a bullet- 
proof vest as a matter of course. He moves 
around his city under police guard. A year 
ago his deputy editor was shot to death by 
four young men. Turin has been a center of 
political violence in recent years, and per- 
haps La Stampa attracts more attention from 
the radicals than most papers because its 
owner is Fiat, the automobile company. The 
strain of living and working under those con- 
ditions wears people down. After five years 
of it, Mr. Levi has resigned and intends to 
live in London for the coming year. 

The terrorists’ gunplay is highly selective. 


and its effects are rarely visible to the eye of 
a casual visitor to Italy. But two people have 
been killed this month alone — a magistrate 
and an expert on medical evidence. The vic- 
tims in these murders are always connected 
one way or another with democratic political 
life, or the a dminis tration of justice, or indus- 
try. 

The Red Brigades tried to destroy the Ital- 
ian political system last spring when they 
kidnapped and killed Aldo Moro. But the 
same government remains in power. The 
courts continue to try to convict terrorists. 
The newspapers continue to publish denunci- 
ations of them. The effects of this long series 
of political assassinations has been far less 
than you might reasonably , have expected. 
But they have produced an atmosphere of 
menace in which it requires a continuous dis- 
play of fortitude for people in many kinds of 
jobs to meet the normal responsibilities of 
daily life.

Environment and Third World 

The ongoing worldwide process of extermi- 
nating numerous animal and vegetable spe- 
cies has been causing concern on moral 
grounds for some years. It is a process that 
also causes economic damage at a time when 
much of the world's population is living in 
poverty. 

There are four main reasons for protecting 
the environment — ethical, aesthetic, scien- 
tific and economic — and most conservation- 
ists have hitherto based themselves on the 
moral ground, questioning whether mankind 
has any right to exterminate other species. 

The developing countries, on the other 
hand, have to cope with pressing economic 
problems and their governments are there- 
fore apt to give short-term gains priority over 
long-term conservation. Yet with all due un- 
derstanding for this attitude, it is astonishing 
and frightening how little realization there is 
of how much the future of the world depends 
on the comparatively few plant and animal 
species that still remain.

Knocking on the Door 

The Italian Senate’s Commission for Con- 
stitutional Affairs will examine the proposed 
electoral laws for the European Parliament 
(why it took so long to get around to it is 
something we cannot understand).' The prin- 
ciple of direct representation seems safe, at 
least for the time being In each of the nine 
constituencies, into which the Italian repub- 
lic has been divided, each party will present 
its own list, thereby giving the electors the 
right to choose the names that suit them best 
as in national elections. But the number of 
seats at Italy’s disposal in the European Par- 
liament is only 81, and not about 1,000 as in 
the Italian Parliament. Hence, the minimum 
number of votes needed to secure a seat is 
not 30,000 or 40,000. but 500,000, or 600,000. 
This is a disaster for the smaller parties be- 
cause none of them can collect so many votes 
in any of the constituencies 

That is why we allow ourselves to put for- 


ward some modest proposals to the Italian 
Liberal Party, which has always been the 
most receptive to certain proposals. It has 
nothing to lose in these elections. It can win 
one seat at the most with a quota of 500,000 
or 600,000 votes by putting together the rem- 
nants of all nine districts. It might as well 
give up its own name and become head of a 
list of independents and present it in all the 
constituencies with the lineup of names of 
international repute: from Gianni Agnelli to 
Alfredo Diana, from Guido Carli to Riccar- 
do Ossola and Giuseppe Petrilli (if he doesn’t 
join up with the Christian Democrats), 
names which in fact have not gained their 
reputation through their . well-recognized 
skills in handling European matters. 

This type of counter-list would have given 
the country a chance to make a clear state- 
ment of its irritation with a political class 
that is trying once again to impose its own 
choices on the electors. Such an initiative 
would in fact restore its real meaning to this 
election, a meaning which it surely possesses 
in other countries: The members of the Euro- 
pean Parliament should be the representa- 
tives of the nation and not delegates of the 
parties.

Teddy Is ( Remembering 9 Fritz 


B loomington, Minn. — it 

was one of those Irish throwa- 
way lines, a joke that may have 
been what the youths of my time 
called “kidding on the square." 

“I remember when Fritz [Mon- 
dale] came to the Senate," Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., told a 
Democratic funa-raiser here the 
other night- “Hubert said to me, 
‘He*s a nice; bright young fellow. 
Give him a hand.’ So I helped him 
along, and suddenly there he is" — 
and Kennedy pointed skyward 
“high up on the ladder of success, 
looking down at me.” 

It got the laugh Kennedy expect- 
ed from the vice president’s home- 
state friends, ana he immediately 
took the edge off the line by adding 
that “President Carter showed bis 
good judgment in selecting Fritz as 
his running mate.” 

But it was not altogether fitting. 
For in a way that both these able, 
ambitious young men recognize, 
they are not only admirers of each 
other, but potential rivals. Kenne- 
dy’s friends are divided in their 
guesses about whether he might, 
under some circumstances, chal- 
lenge Jimmy Carter in 1980. But 
few of them think he would give up 
without a fight and let Mondale 
take over the presidential nomina- 
tion. (and a possible eight-year lease 
an the White House) in 1984. 

Kennedy is 46 now — four years 
Mondale’s junior. But no one who 
knows him expects him to defer his 
presidential ambitions until he is 60

But in the quiet days, the process 
of government goes on here. It is 
now that next year's budget has to 
be hammered out; when the rising 
inflation, and next year's round of 
wage negotiations in the major in- 
dustries nave to be analyzed. These 
are not quiet but urgent days be- 
hind the scenes in the departments 
and agencies of the executives in 
this city. 

They are also critical days in the 
Supreme Court of the United 
Stales, now coming back to work 
after the summer recess, when nine 
men must decide what are the es-, 
sential legal issues for decision in 
the coming nine months. 

Decisive Days 

In short, these may be the “quiet 
dap” but also the decisive days in 
defining the legal, legislative, and 
political issues of 1979, which in 
turn are likely to be the major 
points of debate in the presidential 
election of 1980.

Nobody, of course, pays much 
attention to this recruiting process, 
but it is as important to the State 
Department as the college football 
draft is to the future of the Nation- 
al Professional Football League.

It is in the autumn doldrums, 
when the Congress is away and the 
press is complaining that there's 
“no news," that the major decisions 
for the coming year are made, when 
officials have to decide about infla- 
tion, prices, wages, arms control. 
And when the strategy of the next 
election is estabiishedT 

“Quiet days” in Washington at 
the end of October these may be — 
wrecklessly beautiful along the Po-

Russians* Eastern i 
yard. 

At the same time, Peking indicat- 
ed it has softened its line on 
China’s long-standing goal to 
“liberate” Taiwan by allowing Chi- 
nese scientists for the first time to 
participate in an international con- 
ference in Tokyo also attended by 
representatives from Taiwan. Since 
the Taiwan question no longer 
holds top priority on Peking’s agen- 
da, the United States can comforta- 
bly strengthen its influence with 
both Chinese regimes.

Finally, the post-Mao Chinese 
leadership has brought its power to 
bear on Vietnam in a contest for 
spheres of influence in Southeast 
Asia. For strategic considerations, 
Peking is willing to suffer the politi- 
cal embarrassment of its alliance 
with Cambodia. Old-fashioned na- 
tionalism appears to be replacing 
the revolutionary ideology of Mao 
Tse-tung in a drive to make China a 
leading industrial world power by 
the year 2000. 

Education Shift 

Still another step away from 
Maoist isolationism was the deci- 
sion to send tens of thousands of 
China’s brightest students abroad 
to master advanced Western sci- 
ence, technology and methodology. 
Never before has a Communist 
country appeared willing to expose 
its youth to prolonged foreign in- 
fluence and thus to place so much 
of its fate in the hands of the ad- 
vanced capitalist nations. 

And Peking appears determined 
to encourage foreign investments 
and loans, imports of equipment, 
technical aid, joint companies and 
temporary concessions of natural 
resources. 

China's remark abl e shift away 
from Maoist concepts of self-reli- 
ant development (ideas far predat- 
the Cultural Revolution and the 
_ of Four”) to a massive de- 
pendence on foreign science and 
industry, is linked to the key Chi- 
nese development strategy — edu- 
cation. 

The Cultural Revolution began 
with struggles over the selection of 
university students and the' class 
composition of the consequent in- 
tellectual elite. That central ques- 
tion has never been absent from the 
Jicy shifts of the last 15 years. 
iina’s recently announced inten- 
tion of sending thousands of uni- 
versity students abroad as a part of 
the crash program to achieve ad- 
vanced world standards by the year 
2000 is, therefore, an essential com- 
ponent of the new develop meat 
plan. 

Ibis announcement carried with 
it other s i gnifi c ant implications. 
For one thing, the new education 
policy is unabashedly elitist — a 
fact made quite dear with the re- 
turn of competitive entrance exami- 
nations.- For another, these educa- 
tional plans could well lead to the 
formation of a Western-trained 
elite. 

And it appears China will have 
no difficulty financing its- leap into 
modernity. According to the Wall 
Street Journal, a number of foreign 
banks have offered credit to China 
in recent months. Peking has pri- 
vately agreed to accept loans from

11 Feared Dead 
As U.S. Vessel, 
Freighter Crash 

REEDVILLE. Vo., Oct. 22 (DPI) 
— Coast Guard officials held out 
little hope yesterday for 11 crew 
members missing from the cutter 
Cuyahoga, which collided with an 
Argentinian freighter on Chesa- 
peake Bay and sank. Divers located 
the crumpled ship in 57 feet of wa- 
ter near the mouth of the Potomac 
River and said that there were no 
signs of liTe. 

Ll John Kercher, commander of 
the Port Huron, a Coast Guard 
cutler assisting in the search, said 
that there were no air pockets on 
the submerged vessel and the 11 
missing men could not have sur- 
vived the Friday night accident. 

Petty Officer 1st Class 
Wild, 32. of Newport News, 
one of 18 men who survived the 
wreck, said that he was below decks 
when his captain sounded a colli- 
sion alarm. He raced to the bridge 
just in time to see the collision with 
the Santa Cruz II, a 521-foot, coal- 
laden freighter bound for Buenos 
Aires. He said that the 125-foot Cu- 
yahoga was struck on the starboard 
side and heeled 50 degrees, touch- 
ing off a wild scramble as men on 
deck tried to rescue their comrades 
below. But the ship sank three to 
four minutes after impact and the 
men below apparently went down 
with iL 

. The 18 survivors swam through 
dark, chilly waters and climbed 
aboard a utility vessel that had 
floated free. Four crew members 
were injured in the accident, but 
Coast Guard officials said none 
appeared seriously hurt. Ll Kerch- 
er said that the collision site is close 
to shipping lanes but investigators 
have not determined the cause of 
the accident.

PARIS, Oct. 22 (AP) — Israeli 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan has 
postponed indefinitely his official 
visit to France, scheduled for OcL 
30 arid Ocl 31, because of the 
Mideast peace talks in Washington, 
the French Foreign Ministry said 
today.

Fighting Flares 
In Beirut; Peace 
Said Threatened 

BEIRUT, Ocu 22 (UPI) — Tank 
and artillery fire resumed sporadi- 
cally today, and rightist Christian 
forces hinted that the flare-up 
could undo last week's peace moves 
with Syrian troops that they have 
been fighting for eight months. 

Sniper duels also flared between 
the Syrian troops and the Israeli- 
armed Christian forces on the 
southeastern edge of Beirut, resi- 
dents said. 

Christian Phalangist Party radio, 
in reporting shellfire from Syrian 
positions above the Christian 
southeastern suburbs today. 
asked.''What meaning does Beit ed 
Dine have as long as there is [Syr- 
ian] insistence on luTting Lebanon 
and blowing up the situation?" It 
was referring to the security plan 
for Lebanon worked out last week 
at a conference of Arab nations in 
Beil ed Dine, Lebanon. 

Residents said the radio's report 
of intensified shelling was overstat- 
ed but that there had been about a 
half-dozen heavy weapons explo- 
sions in the s uburban a rea. 

Arabs Call Meeting 

CAIRO, Ocl 22 (UPI) - The 
Arab League today called an ur- 
gent meeting of its council for 
Thursday to consider renewal of 
the mandate of the Arab deterrence 
forces in Lebanon, an official said. 
The call was made in response to a 
request by Lebanese President Eli- 
as Sarkis for extending the man- 
date of the peacekeeping force for 
six months, starting on Friday.

During Indira Gandhi's last year 
as prime minister, she and her in- 
fluential son, Sanjay, introduced 
more and more compulsion into 
India's family-planning program, 
and the rate of sterilization opera- 
tions — traditionally the most pop- 
ular form of birth control here — 
increased, setting new records. 

But public resentment against 
that campaign was a major factor 
in Mrs. Gandhi’s defeat at the polls 
in March of last year, and so the 
Desai government has treated the 
subject with more caution. As a 
result, sterilizations, which reached 
a million a month in 1976. are now 
being performed at a rate of less 
than a million a year, the lowest 
level in more than a decade. 

With 640 million persons, India 
has one of the world s gravest pop- 
ulation problems because, as ibe 
legislators said in their statement of 
concern, “the rate of growth has a 
direct bearing on the entire devel- 
opment process of our country.** 

"If the size of the family is not 


restrained, we will hardly be able to 
find resources for their proper edu- 
cation, for giving them food, cloth- 
ing and other basic necessities." 

In the 30 years since it achieved 
independence. India has made 
enormous gains in development, 
with sharply increased levels of 
manufacturing and food produc- 
tion. But many of (hose gains have 
been almost nullified by the in- 
crease in population.

OcL 22 (IHT) — Turkey, which has been on the edge of insol- 
vency after having run up external debts estimated at S12 billion, is about 
to announce a global plan lo restructure its domestic economy as well as 

its international finances. 

The first elements of this global plan to emerge are a new syndicated 
loan on behalf of the central bank and guaranteed by the government and 
a rescheduling of $2 billion worth of convertible Turkish lire deposits 
(CTLDs) held by foreign commercial banks. 

. The seven-year syndicated loan wiD be for “up to” S500 million and will 

pay 1 3 A points over the London interbank offered rate (Libor). There 
reportedly win be no fees or commissions of any kind as “the syndicate 
will be made up of banks who want to help Turkey,” a participant reports. 

Created to Woo Turks 

The CTLDs were originally created to entice Turks working abroad, 
particularly in West Germany, to deposit their foreign savings at home. 
The system, which guaranteed the exchange rate of deposits and paid high 
interest, was subsequently extended to allow foreign banks to make such 
deposits with Turkish commercial banks. These now total $2 billion, ex- 
cluding the remittances of Turkish workers (which wfll be treated sepa- 
rately) and are being converted into a seven-year loan paying 1% percent 
over Libor. This facility has a three-year grace period, which means chat 
principal will begin to be repaid only starting in the fourth year. 

The other elements of the rescheduling are due to be announced short- 
ly. 

The bellwether operation for Hectridte de France has run into consid- 
erable resistance, as expected, with the indicated spread starting at a low 
tt over Ubor.

NEW YORK. Oct. 22 (NYT) — The stock market’s most populai 
barometer, the Dow Jones industrial average, plummeted last week in its 
largest point decline ever. Under pressure from rising interest rates, infla- 
tion fears and a weakening dollar in currency markets, the blue-chip Dow 
tumbled 59.08 points to land finally at 838.01. 

Gone was the talk of “a new bull market” that reverberated in Wall 
Street during the spring and summer when stock prices — and investor 
optimism — rose so sharply. Only a week earlier, the Dow was heading 
for 900. The change in sentiment occurred with shattering speed. 

“A lot of the selling.” a broker commented, “came in margin accounts 
where traders earlier bad bought stock on credit.” 

Although the industrial average absorbed its worst weekly point-butter- 
ing on record, this band of 30 prominent issues actually performed better 
than the rest of the market. The real shellacking came in secondary, or 
more speculative, issues that within the last two years had chalked up 
astonishing gains. 

Profits Despite Carnage 

That meant that some people were able to salvage profits despite the 
market carnage. However, for those who came late to the party, as in the 
case of gambling-stock buyers, brokers said that some losses — on paper 
or actually — were substantial. 

Caesars World, for example, was a big casualty in the gambling sector. 
It plunged 10ft points to 32’/*. Within the last year, fanned by speculative 
fever, this stock ran from a low* of 6% to as high as 68. 

As the price onslaught got under way early in the week, some analysts 
said the Dow could find buying support in the mid-800 range. When that 
level was pierced, the guesses for support then switched to the low 800s. 

On a percentage basis, the Dow transportation average suffered an

NEW YORK, OcL 24 (AP-DJ) - 
Crop scientists say that for mo$i 
U.S. farmers, last year's soybear 
crop likely will be the best one the) 
will harvest until perhaps 1985. 

Freakishly good 1977 growing 
weather lifted national average soy- 
bean yields last fall to a record 30.6 
bushels an acre, the Agriculture 
Department reported recently. 
Barring a fluke or an unexpected 
research breakthrough, researchers 
say it may be sis years or longer 
before yields reach those levels 
ag ai n. 

Soybean growing problems in 
some places are multiplying fas tea 
than solutions, the scientists add 
U.S. soybean production has been 
soaring, but mostly because plant- 
ings have tripled since 1950. rathei 
than because recent yields are high- 
er. 

Demand for the protein-rich 
oilseed has boomed, too. The world 
generally uses about all that is pro- 
duced each year, mostly in the 
United States and Brazil. With U.S. 
farmland at a premium, yields are 
increasingly important.

in most months Thursday to new 
life-of -contract highs. 

Analyst* said the demand for 
lumber continues strong, demon- 
strating that homeowners apparent- 
ly are willing to cope with the pos- 
sibility of double-digit interest rates 
because the resale value of homes is 
rising at an even faster rate. 

Also on the Chicago Mercantile 
Exchange, livestock futures tum- 
bled across the board this week af- 
ter a government survey showed a 
16-percent increase over last year in 
the n amber of cattle on feedUots in 
23 states. Traders said the report 
indicated larger short-term supplies 
of cattle for prime cuts such as 
steaks and roasts. 

On the Chicago Board of Trade, 
soybeans led grains on a downturn. 
Analysts said good harvesting 
weather created expectations 
among traders and speculators that 
heavy harvest-time selling would 
materialize soon, although farmers 
so far this autumn have shown 
more inclination to store their com 
and soybeans, apparently awaiting 
higher prices, than to sell it 


But the worst news of all consist- 
ed of a legacy from the previous 
week. After the close of trading last 
Friday. Oct. 13. the Fed raised its 
discount rate, or the rate at which it 
lends money to member banks, to a 
record 8 Hi percent. 

One key reason for that move 
was to bolster the dollar in foreign- 
currency trading. Bui it simply aid 
not work out that way. The dollar 
was weak on Monday, and by Fri- 
day it bad fallen to record lows 
against the West German mark, the 
Belgian franc and the Dutch guild- 
er. This response by the dollar 
ushered in repealed waves of selling 
in the stock market. 

Another depressant was a second 
look at the implications of the tax- 
cut bill approved by Congress. At 
first, this nad been hailed as a long- 
term boon to the securities market, 
thanks to lower capital-gains rates. 
However, the prospect of investors 
holding back their realizing of prof- 
its until the new regulations shortly 
could take effect, further weakened 
the underpinnings of the market. 

Even in 1929, the year of the big- 
gest market crash ever, the Dow 
showed a smaller decline for the 
full trading week than last week. 
The Dow industrials peaked that 
year at around 380. Furthermore, 
in 1929 the huge losses occurred in 
mid-week, followed by a partial re- 
covery in the Saturday trading ses- 
sion. 

On a percentage basis, the Dow 
showed a larger loss in the week 
ended Sept. 13, 1974, when it plum- 
meted more than 50 points at a 
time when the average hovered in 
themid-600’s. 

Pessimism over the success of 
President Carter's anti-inflation 
program, expected to be unvoted 
Tuesday evening, contributed to 
the woes of the stock market.

WASHINGTON, OcL 22 — The 
United States has plenty of fuel for 
the winter, according to the secre- 
tary of energy,' James Schlesinger. 

There is a “substantial" supply 
of natural gas available. Mr. Schles- 
inger said Friday at a news confer- 
ence. Coal production, crippled by 
a strike last winter, should be unin . 
temipted, he said. And companies 
are building their stockpiles of oil 
in anticipation of a price increase 
Jan. 1 by foreign producers, he 
noted. 

Hie National Energy Act recent- 
ly passed by Congress marks “a 
great historical watershed” in the 
U.S. effort to reduce dependence 
on foreign energy sources, he said. 

The legislation, which President 
Carter is expected to sign next 
month, should save 25 million to 3 
million barrels of imported oil daily 
by 1985, according to Department 
of Energy estimates. 

Days Gone By 

The bill demonstrates the “recog- 
nition that the old days of cheap 
and abundant energy have come to 
a dose;” Mr. Schlesinger said. 

“I would not expect, at any 
point, we would achieve energy 
independence,” he said, but added 
that that the legislation should trim 
oil imports considerably. 

■ In a further effort to reduce U.S. 
consumption of oil, the administra- 
tion will attempt to raise the price 
of domestic oil next year, Mr. 
Schlesinger said. A proposal to levy 
a high tax on domestic production, 
increasing prices to world levels, 
was killed in Congress this year. 

A tax program will be revived 
next year, in conjunction with the 


ndent’s power to lift controls 
trom domestic oil prices, Mr. 
Schlesinger said. Mr. Carter could 
remove price controls, then ask 
Congress for an excess-profits tax 
to capture the additional earnings 
of the oil companies. 

“We have not yet decided on 
pricing one wav or another,” Mr. 

Schlesinger said. But he said that 
the administration believes “there 
should be some taxation of profits 
related to oil production.” 

Tactics may vary, but the admin- 
istration’s goal is to raise domestic 
oil prices to world levels to inhibit 
consumption in this country. Do- 
mestic oil under price controls sells 
for approximately $5.50 a barrel, 
compared with $13.50 for imported

TOKYO. Oct. 22 <AP> — The 
Coordinating Commit ice for Ex- 
port to Communist Areas has ap- 
proved the export of a large Japa- 
nese computer to China, Kyodo 
news service reported yesterday. 

Kyodo. quoting sources at the 
International Trade and Industry 
Ministry, said that the S 3 - million 
computer, made by Japan's Hitachi 
Ltd., will be used by Peking for oil 
and mineral exploration research. 

It is the second Hitachi computer 
shipment to China. The committee 
approved a meteorological data 
processing computer in February, 
Kyodo said. The sources also were 
quoted as saying that Nippon Steel 
is seeking permission to export a 
computer for use at a steel plant.

NAPPY EDGES 


By Ntozake Shange. Sl Martin’s. 148pp. S7.95. 
Reviewed by Harriett Gilbert 


O N AN afternoon in September, 
1976. being on holiday in 
New York CSty and momentarily 
tired of sightseeing, I strolled into 
the Booth Theater to watch a man- 
nee production of which I knew 
nothing but that its author was a 
young, black woman and that its 
title was vaguely pretentious and 
far too long to 
remember. An 
hour or so later 1 
emerged stunned, 
awestruck and ex- 
hilarated by . the 
power and beauty 
of Ntozake 
Shange’s "Foi 
Colored Girls 
Who Have Con- 
s i d e r e d 
Suicide/ When the Shanee 

Rainbow is Enuf." 

Immediately, as must have done 
thousands of others who saw the 
show, I sought out and bought a 
book of the poems from which it 
had been created. Published by the 
Shameless Hussy Press, its pages 
were unevenly stapled and the type 
seemed to be escaping from tbe 
bottom and sides of the paper; its 
bewildered, unready appearance 
was not dissimilar from that of an 
actress in jeans and no make-up 
who has just learned that she has 
become an overnight star. 

But war she a star? Without the 
direction, the choreography and the 
performances of the stage version; 
away from Broadway, the lights 
and the infectious enthusiasm of 
the audience; weeks later, in the 
grey of an Erighsh winter, to what 
did the poetry of “For Colored 
Girls” amount? 

It amounted to much. Shange’s 
wit. her fierce anger, hex sensuality 
and, most of all, her masterful, sur- 
prising use of language were of 
such potency that they bestrode, 
not only the Atlantic, but the gulf 
between her race and mine. 

Similar Themes 

“Nappy Edges,” Shange’s latest 
book of poetry resumes a great 
many of the themes of “For Col-

Seafaring Dated 
To 9,000 B.C. in 
Mediterranean 

BLOOMINGTON, Ind., Ocl 24 
(UPI) — Seafaring on the Mediter- 
ranean began about 11,000 years 
ago. in the late Paleolithic era — 
two mfllenia earlier than previous 
estimates — archeologists working 
in a Greek cave have derided. The 
discovery substantially alters the 
traditional image of early man as a 
primitive hunter and gatherer. 

French thi Cave on the Argolid 
peninsula has bear the site of more 
than a decade of intensive research 
by the Argolid Exploration Project, 
a joint venture of In diana and 
Pennsylvania' universities and re- 
searchers from around the world. 

The researchers say the recent 
discovery about seafaring is signifi- 
cant not only because it helps re- 
construct prehistoric lifestyles, but 
also because it will alert other ar- 
cheologists to the importance of 
studying the marine components of 
civilizations similar to those in the 
cave. 

Franchthi Cave, discovered in 
1966, contains a record of more 
than 20,000 years of human habita- ' 
tion dating back to the glaciation 
period Of the late Pleistocene era.

tains three or four of the earlier 
poems, in slightly altered form. It 
is, however, a heavier, dens er bo ok 
not only literally — being approxi- 
mately five rimes as long as its 
predecessor — but, also — owing to 
a new weight, a new seriousness 
^n d, unfortunately, at times a new 
pomposity — figuratively, as weLL 
The three miroduciory pieces and 
several of the poems themselves are 
bloated almost beyond readability 
by Shange’s current self-conscious- 
ness of herself as a celebrity and as 
an. ambassad or of black, fe m i nis t 
writing. 

I do sav "almost," however, be- 
cause no thing that she writes is ever 
entirely unreadable, springing, as it 
does, from such an intense honesty, 
from so fresh an awareness of the 
beauty of sound and of vision, from 
such mastery of words, from such 
compassion, humor and intelli- 
gence. From this soil, no matter 
now ff ntangferi and confused they 
might grow, or how much pruning 
they rm gh t need, the plants must al- 
ways be healthy. 

Self-Conscious 

And those many poems in "Nap- 
py Edges” whose power has not be- 
come enm eshed in self -conscious- 
ness (the rhapsodic songs of love; 
the living portraits; the lethal and 
witty attacks, the observations — 
of male society, white society, hy- 
pocrisy and mediocrity.) are at least 
as potent, impressive and astonish- 
ing as any in "For Colored Girls.”

For a while, it seemed that Isra- 
el's most important eatery - — if not 
its best — would be without a ko- 
sher certificate, something unthink- 
able in the very seat of Jewish gov- 
ernment. 

The Jerusalem Hilton, which was 
about to take over the parliamenta- 
ry catering contract, had its kosher 
license revoked by the city's rabbi- 
nate last month for alleged “irregu- 
larities" in observance of the 
dietary laws and of the sabbath. 

The members’ dining room was 
abuzz with speculation about what 
would happen. 

The hotel management, sounding 
mortally wounded, denied the 
charges. Indeed, it seemed as if it 
had innocently wandered into the 
crossfire between Israel's constant- 
ly warring chief rabbis. 

The problem goes back to early 
this year, when the city rabbinate 
wrested control of supervision of 
the dietary laws from Israel's Ash- 
kenazi chief rabbi. Sblomo Goren. 
renewing an old battle over respon- 
sibility for restaurant monitoring. 
To assert his authority. Jerusalem 
Chief Rabbi Bezalal Zolti cracked 
down on the Hilton, charging that 
unbled meat was found in the 
kitchen. 

After a series of angry exchanges 
— which were followed intently in 
the press by orthodox Jews and 
with some amusement by the larger 
population of secular Jews — a 
deal was struck, and the hotel 
agreed to a long list of strict rabbi- 
nate demands: no smoking in the 
dinin g room, all stores closed on 
sabbath, no foreign wines on the 
menu and no more Christmas par- 
ties. 

In the end. the hotel got its ko- 
sher license back, and religious 
Knesset members will have one 
thing less to atone for next vear.

with a new hamburger recipe, is 
cornering a 'share of the growing 
fad. and a new deli d own l own with 


hot dogs and hamburgers is coming 
on strong. 


Outside of hamburger joints, 
Chinese restaurants are now the 
hottest things in town. In the past 
two months, half a dozen nave 
sprung up. along with a small but 
growing Chinese community. 

Mandy’s. an enterprise of Mandy 
Rjce-Davies of Britain's mid-1960s 
Profumo-scandal fame, had 
cornered the market for years with 
Chinese restaurants here and in Tel 
Aviv. Now- others are competing. 

The Sinbad. once an Arab res- 
taurant opposite Herod's Gate to 
the Old City, is now. incongruous- 
ly, Sinbad Chinese Restaurant. 
Chung Ching. located on the edge 
of a gasoline station in the Yefe 
Nof quarter, seems assured of suc- 
cess — for religious if not culinary 
reasons: Its most prominent deco- 
ration is its kosher certificate, 
proudly displayed near the 
entrance. Now and then, disbeliev- 
ing customers squint aL the fine 
print, and even trek upstairs to the 
kitchen, to make sure. 


W ASHINGTON fWP» — That sincere 
glance, that wobbly voice whicb rings 
with righteousness and soothes with com- 
passion — these are the trademarks of actor 
Jimmy Stewart. He won hearts with them in 
"Mr. Smith Goes to Washington.” He tri- 
umphed with them in “The” Spirit of Sl 
L ouis.” And now he's using them to sell 
Firestone products on coast- to-coast U.S. 
U.S. television. 

Between innings of a World Series tele- 
cast. people in the United States noticed an- 
other familiar face in an unfamiliar context. 
Danny Kaye was strutting his naturally 
sparkling stuff into a commercial for 
Polaroid’s new instant movie camera. 

Then there is the meanest of the mean 
guys, the rawest of the raw, the most brutish 
of 'the brutes — longstanding bully Richard 
Widmark. whose tough-guy image is cur- 
rently on sale by a battery company. 

They used to be the holdouts, the ones 
who'd never do a commercial — ever, peri- 
od. There was something cheap, almost pro- 
miscuous about hawking one's carefully- 
nurtured image to peddle a product, they 
used to say. It was barely regarded as act- 
ing; it certainly wasn’t considered artistic; 
and it definitely wasn't acceptable in the cir- 
cles one aspired to. 

Changing Standards 

But standards of art and acceptability 
have a way or ch ang ing with the times. And 
lately stars of stage, screen, stadium and po- 
litical soap box have been singing a slightly 
different tune. 

Sammy Davis Jr., for instance, has been 
burbling the Alka Seltzer jingle; Ella 
Fitzgerald's voice has shattered glass for 
Memorex: and Smokin' Joe Frazier has 
been knocking 'em out (sort of) for Miller 
Lite. Making a commercial has become as 
much a commonplace of stardom as signing 
autographs. It has also become fashionable, 
or nearly so — and for less than you'd think. 

"It would be good press to put in that 
everybody is making a million bucks, but 
that's just not true,” says Many Ingels, a 
Hollywood celebrity broker who specializes 
in reaching unreachable people. "We do a 
lot of deals for less than $ 100.000 with well- 
known names.” 

Stars and their agents are naturally guard- 
ed about the money they make. But Joanne 
Black, who handles the parade of celebrities 
featured in American Express commercials, 
says the going rate averages a minimum of 
$75,000 per spoL 

Even so. several top stars still refuse to be 
caught pushing anything except themselves. 


Among the holdouts are Barbra Streisand, 
Robert Redford and Dustin Hoffman. 

Does a celebritv's smile or scowl really do 
more for a product than an ordinary face 
would? “There have been a lot of studies 
done on this.” said Hal Weinstein, a senior 
vice president for Leo Burnett Co., a major 
Chicago- based ad agency. “And there’s still 
a lot of argument. It's not a foregone con- 
clusion by any means. It depends on specific 
cases.” 

The important point is that many compa- 
nies think celebrities make a difference. 
Many. too. have been forced. Ironically 
enough, to look to the stars because of the 
rising cost of advertising — on the theory 
that celebrities offer more bang for the 
buck. 

As for the celebrities, there's no mystery 
as to why they’re doing more ads: It pays. 
For older stars especially, who no longer get 
lucrative film offers, the ad circuit has be- 
come the main source of eraploymenL 

But making a commercial can mean more 
for a celebrity than something to help out 
with the bills and occupy the idle horns. It 
can build a reputation as much as it capital- 
izes on one. Consider, for instance, the re- 
markable succes of OJ. Simpson. He was 
simply an all-star, record-setting, Heisman 
Trophy-winning, football runningback be- 
fore Hertz signed him up to hustle through 
airports. Now he's more frequently intro- 
duced as the "Super-Star of Rent-a-Car" 
than as a likelv hall-of-famer. 

Ticklish 

Using celebrities does have its pitfalls and 
occasionally poses some interesting market- 
ing problems. One ticklish situation came to 
a head early last summer for the Miller 
Brewing Co.Tt had just completed shooting 
— for roughly S 100.000 — a spot showing 
New York" Yankee owner George Steinbr- 
enner and manager Billy Martin arguing in 
a bar while swigging a few glasses of Miller 
Lite. The spot ended with Steinbrenner pull- 
ing rank and telling his manager, “You're 
fired!” 

Not long afterwards, in a moment of 
indiscretion. Martin called his boss a liar 
and was forced to resign. Miller's top offi- 
cers were divided over whether to run the 
ad. Fortunately for the company, the Yank- 
ees soon announced that Martin would be 
returning as manager in 1980. and so the 
commercial began its run. 

Then there is the case of a celebrity doing 
something controversial — as when Anita 
Bryant began a campaign against homosex- 
uals. A distraught Florida Department of

Citrus, which pays Bryant to push, fresh 
orange juice, commissioned a spate of sur- 
veys which determined, albeit inconclusive- 
ly, that the campaign seemed to be having 
only a minim al impact on juice sales. 

Once in a while, a featured celebrity does 
something naughty. For instance, Jane Rus- 
sell. the well-endowed film actress who pro- 
motes bras for International Playtex Inc., 
raised more than eyebrows among her spon- 
sors when she recently pleadedd guilty to a 
drunk -driving charge. 

There's no sure way to avoid such embar- 
rassments. But sponsors can minimise them 
by relying on more than a single star to car- 
ry their messages. American Express, for 
instance, constantly changes the mix of ce- 
lebrities who promote the company’s credit 
card. 

One other worry that commerdals-con- 
scious celebrities now have to fret about: the 
Federal Trade Commission. The agency re- 
cently adopted a tough endorsement policy 
that requires anyone who endorses a prod- 
uct to make a '‘reasonable inquiry” into the 


The first victim of t he p olicy was singer Pat 
Boone, whom the FTC staff accused of 
falsely stating that a product called Acne- 
Statin could cure acne and was better than 
other remedies. Boone settled out of court 
several months ago, agreeing to contribute 
to any restitution the manufacturer of Acne- 
Statin might be ordered to mak e. 

The case sent scared the daylights out of 
the ad industry and threatened to scare the 
stars out of commercials altogether. But 
much of the initial nervousness over the 
FTC's action has subsided, though some ce- 
lebrities are taking special care to check out 
the products they speak up for. 

Said Hollywood s Ingels, “I know of one 
case involving Hope Lange, the actress, who 
was negotiating to do a spot for a meat 
product. She asked to taste all the compa- 
ny’s products. Eighty-five pounds came in a 
giant refrigerated crate. For three days, she 
ate everything in it She finally did the ad. 
but I was convinced when she left to do the 
commercial she was too fat for it.” 


In Toronto, Rolling Stones gui- 
tarist Keith Richard, convicted of 
possessing heroin, was given a one- 
year suspended sentence and or- 
dered to give a benefit performance 
for the blind. County Court Judge 
Lloyd Graburn also ordered the 
millionaire rock star to continue 
treatment for heroin addiction at a 
private psychiatric clinic in New 
York, and placed Richard on a 
year’s probation. He ruled that he 
must report twice a year to a proba- 
tion officer and submit medical re- 
ports on his drug treatment. G ra- 
ti urn told Richard to arrange 
'‘within six months of the begin- 
ning of his probation” a benefit 
performance — either solo or with 
a band of his choice — at the Cana- 
dian National Institute of the Blind 
in Toronto. Richard had pleaded 
guilty to simple possession of 
heroin. The crown prosecutor then 
withdrew charges of possession of 
heroin for the purpose of traffick- 
ing — which could nave sent him to 
prison for life — and a charge of 
possession of cocaine. 


Maya Plisetskaya, the 5 2 -year- 
old p rima ballerina of the Bolshoi 
theater who has thrille d audiences 
for over a decade, is suffering from 
arthritis so acute it could end her 
career, the theater's director said in 
Moscow. “Whether she will retire is 
a question only she can answer,” 
Georgy Ivanov said; she is under 
treatment in a sanatorium and 
won't return to Moscow until No- 
vember at the earliest. There are no 
plans now for her to appear in any 
of this season’s ballets. The public 
acknowledgement that Mrs. 
Plisetskaya is seriously ill follows a 
disastrous August tour by the Bol- 
shoi Theater Ballet in Argentina, 
where she canceled her appearance 
at the last minute. 


A UjS. women's team has 
conquered Annapurna L but a U.S. 
male team has abandoned its at- 
tempt to climb the 24.787-foot 
mountain Annapurna HI. Expedi- 
tion leader Steve Van Meter, 23, of 
Santa Barbara, Calif., told Nepal's 
ministry of tourism that after 
reaching 21,600 feet, his fellow- 
dimbers “chose not to go on the 
last section” of the mountain's west 
ridge.
